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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Prior Art of Record do not anticipate nor do they reasonably suggest the 
apparatus for dispensing and cutting measured amounts from a roll of web material as 
claimed in claims 1 and 11. The closest prior art, Shelley '331 (US 1,553,331), teaches a 
paper towel vending machine comprising many of the claimed elements including, inter 
alia, a roll carrier (e.g. 20, 21); a rotatable drum (23); and a rotatable cutting 
mechanism (e.g. 33, 36). Figs. 3-6. However, Shelley '33i's cutting mechanism does not 
rotate with respect to the rotational arc of the drum as claimed. In Shelley '331, the 
cutting mechanism is rotated three times (for a complete revolution) by intermittent 
engagement of the pins (31) on the drum with the blade (33) cutting on the third turn. 
It may be said that Shelley '33i's cutting mechanism is disengaged and stationary during 
the interim between turns, but Shelley '33i's teachings still lack the requirement that the 
disengaged and stationary state occurs during the remainder of the complete rotational 
arc of the drum. In other words, the claims require a portion of the drum's complete 
rotational arc to engage and move the cutting mechanism, and the remainder is left for 
the non-engagement of the same. Even if the interim between rotations in Shelley '331 
is broadly construed to meet the limitations of the rotational arc relationships 
mentioned supra, Shelley '331 lacks the claimed requirement for rotation of the cutting 
mechanism to be less than the full revolution of rotational arc of the drum. Thus, since 
Shelley '331 lacks the above mentioned rotational relationships between the drum and 
the cutting mechanism in combination with the other claimed elements of the claims, 
and since the other prior art of record lacks any teaching or suggestion to modify Shelley 
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Art Unit: 3724 

'331 with the claimed rotational relationships, it is the Examiner's opinion that the 
claimed invention is allowable over the prior art of record.
